As a three-.vear-old in England Charles O’Malley la-.-it Willonyx for the Slough 
Plate at Windsor, r.-iii third to Ia'iul)erg and tireenbaek for the Derb.v, won the As<-ot Hold Vase and ran 
fourth in Franee to Xiiage for the Orand Prix. finishing ahead of the Derb.v winner I.emIterg. -As a four- 
year-old (.’harles O’JLilley first ran second to MushO'om for the March Stakes and second to Willonyx 
for the Ascot Cidd l.'up. In-aten a neck only, and as a tive-year-idd won the Corinthian Plate and ran sec- 
ond to Jackdaw for the alaiut three miles Alexandra Plate, .Ascot.

Goody Two Shoes, a daughter of the Triple Crown ami .V.scot Gold Cup winner Isinglass, and is a daugh- 
ter of Sandal, by the Derb.v and Grand Prix winner, the Herml horse and sou of Buccane<'r, Kislier. The 
Matchem strain is brought into the pedigree by w.iy of Shoestring, daughter of Prime Alinister. of 
Melbourne, stud Charles O’Malle.v is a memlter of the No. T> famil.v. Often have I marveled because one 
of our breeders, when in search of a stallion to head his establishment, did not make overtures with a 
view toward the punliase of such a well-bred ami capable horse as Charles O’Malle.v, which is the sire 
of the Cambridgeshire winner Zinovia. that goml stayer .Vris, the liest 1919 two-.vear-old in Spain, Dear 
Old Charlie. .Athlone, a winner here and a number of others whose business it is to win raei's. 

Bushey Belle, dam of Charles O’JIalley, is b.v that good stayer and winner of the Newmarket St. 
Leger and .Alexandra Plate. Bushe.v Park, son of Hampton and Sunshine, by Thormanb.v, and a memlier 
of the Sunflower branch of the No. 1 family. Charlelwlle’s granddam is b.v Atheling. which made a few 
seasons in Ireland jirior to his export.-ition, ami so to Lady Milltown, b.v Wild Oats, son of the Derb.v 
winner Wild Da.vrell and Golden Horn, b.v Harkaway. Back of this the iiedigree of Cliarlel»elle ma.v be 
a trifle unfamiliar to some of you. for Down With the Dust traces to Wilful, sister to Whalelxiue. AVhisker 
and AA'eb, which was foaled in the far awa.v d:iys of ISIO, and taken smui there.-ifter to Ireland, where 
she iirodnced a numlM'r of foals, .-ind to one of them. Taste, does Charlebelle trace b.v wa.v of Down With 
the Dust, by Jaiius, son of King Tom, Kick Cp the Dust, by Star of Erin, Head and Pluck, by Teaniwa.v, 
and so to 'faste, b.v Bob PoMity, sire of Giiccioli, Birdcatclier’s rlam. Erin Go Bragli, 1 slioulil sa.v so. 
Ireland was Indand when England was a pup, and Irel.-ind will be Ireland still when England is done up.

Iiesides being second in six and 
I third in three others, was purchased by the Duke 
of Portland and brought to England in 1S9.7, the 
idea lieing that his stout .Aliisket bbsKl would la- 
an immense asset to the British Stud. He sireil 
Spearmint and Fowling-piece. ItamriHl and other 
goisl stiM-k, but perhaps his success as a sire in 
England scarcel.v realized anticipations. He died 
at the AA'clla-ck Stud shortly before the outbreak 
of the war ill 1914.
